Washington, April I.— Information 
has roached hen* that the Russian gov- 
eminent, bet tig seriously perturbed by 
the connie of Chilla in not signing the 
Manchuria agreement, largely because 
of the protest made by several of the 
powers, lias conveyed the distinct and 
unmistakable indication to Chum that 
if thin course is persisted in there may 
be an interruption of diplomatic! rela­ 
tions between Russia and China and a 
termination of the present intercourse 
between them. 
This is little short of an ultimatum 
that China must sign or take the conse­ 
quence of tho termination of her friend­ 
ly relations with Russia. 
To what extent the United States will 
take cognizance of Russia’s disposition 
to enforce the signing of tho agreement 
.lins not been yet mado apparent. 
It appears to lie the policy of Chinese 
authorities to consider this as a subject 
which concerns the powers quite a-8 
much as it does China. 
The m atter has 
bi corne further complicated by reports 
reaching Washington that the Chinese 
authorities themselves are divided on 
the coarse to be pursued, Homo of the 
most influential, including Li Hung 
Chang, are urging acquiescence to be 
given to the Russian proposal while 
others are insisting on rejecting the 
agreement. 
The attitude of Li Hung Chang is ac­ 
counted for by his well known friendli­ 
ness for Russian interests in this case, 
however, there appears to be arrayed 
against, him the strong influence of the 
southern viceroys, Chan Chi Tung and 
Lia Kau Yi, who oppose tho signing of 
the treaty. 
Rejsirts 
reaching here shows the 
agreement lias not been signed. 


C oart W ill 
R efuse R atification . 
New York, April I.—A dispatch to 
The Tribune from London says that dis­ 
patches from Shanghai report that au 
imperial edict will be issued announcing 
a decision that the Chinese court will 
refuse ratification of the Manchurian 
agreement if signed. 


R eady to K scort th e E m peror. 
London, April I.—A correspondent oi 
Tho Globe at Shanghai, in a dispatch, 
dated March 80, says he understands 
the military governor of Shall Tung is 
prepared to dispatch 100,000 troops to 
Sian Fu to rescue the emperor from the 
hands of the reactionaries aud escort 
him to Pekin if a little pressure and the 
promise of moral support is forthcoming 
from the powers 
interested iii * open 
door. The correspondent adds that the 
expedition would prove popular in cen­ 
tral ami southern China and would r**- 
suit in the destruction of the anti-for 
elgn elements ami lead to the establish­ 
ment of a progressive government at 
Pekin. 


Four J u d g es Sail for M anila. 
San Francisco, April I.—Four recent 
appointees to judicial positions in the 
Philippines sailed for Manila on trans- 
port Buford. They are J. F. Cooper ol 
Fort Worth, Tex., and Charles Willard 
of Minneapolis, who have been appoint 
ed justices of the supreme court of last 
resort iii the Philippines; Fletcher Ladd 
of Lancaster, N. H., and W. Kincaid of 
Galveston, w’ho have been appointed 
judges of first instance, a trial court 
with civil aud criminal jurisdiction, cor 
responding to the superior court in this 
country. 


CubMiu W I I Accept im Soon sn They Arn 
T I i or on it lily Understood, 
Washington, April L—It is believed 
in administration ct roles that within a 
day or two the Cilium constitutional 
1 convention will apjHiint a special coni* 
I ini(tee to come to Washington for the 
purpose of nonsuiting the president and 
cabinet about modifying some of the 
provisions of the Platt, amendment. 
Though the rouveutitAnt Havana lins 
been discussing the ad Usability of this 
move for about a week, ff was not until 
Bat onlay that official in I urination on 
1 the subject reached Washington. 
If 
the viidt is made by the Cubans it will 
have to bt' done within Hie next two 
Weeks. 
The president and cabinet will 
leave Washington on April 29 for the 
Pacific const, and will be away six 
weeks. 
It is thought that, the Cuban 
Visitors Will want at least ft week or IO 
days iii which to exchange views with 
the president and his advisors, so if they 
decide to take up the subject before tho 
summer is well advanced they will have 
to be by the middle of the month. 
If the Cubans ask for tho elimination 
from the Plait amendment of the pro­ 
visions of the naval stations and the 
right of this country to intervene for 
the preservation of peace end order 
they will be disappointed, because the 
administration has neither the authority 
nor the disposition thus to modify the 
act of congress defining what, ought to 
( be the relations between Cuba aud the 
United States. 
It is believed, however, 
that the visit of tho Cubans would be 
productive of much good in an educa­ 
tional way. 
They could obtain from 
President McKinley and others compe­ 
tent to speak for tho government assur­ 
ances of this country’s beneficient aims 
toward Cuba and official guarantee that 
neither in spirit nor intent does the 
Platt amendment contain anything that 
should Ihi construed as a veiled purpose 1 
to establish a protectorate over Cuba in 1 
the meaning of that Word in the inter- i 
national code. 
With these assurance 
and guarantees tho Cubans could return 
home and calm whatever fear may ex­ 
ist among their people on this score, 
even if they should not be able to stop 
the present agitation being stirred up 
by the professional politicians who have 
personal ends to serve. 
At tho same time it is thought to be 
possible to subserve the same object 
through another device, which may 
make unnecessary the visit to Washing- 
to by a committee of the constitutional 
Convention 
Considerable literature for 
publication in Cuban newspapers bas 
been sent to the island in the last few 
days by high officials at Washington. 
This literature deals frankly with the 
subject and interprets seriatim the pro­ 
visions of the Platt amendment. When 
this literature has been disseminated in 
Spanish among all classes of Cubans, it 
is con fid i ntly believed that it will have 
such a quieting oflfect that the conven­ 
tion at Havana can with safety, to the 
political future of its members, ratify 
the Piatt amendment. 
No objection is urged in Washington 
against tho proposed visit of the Cuban 
committee, aud if the convention de­ 
cides on this course, as now seems prob­ 
able, Governor General Wood may lx 
instructed to place an army transport at 
the service of the committee selected 
aud tho visitors will be treated with 
marked official courtesy when they ar­ 
rive here. -
